Every candidate has 
to file a statement showing how much 
he received and spent. How many 
candidates have told the whole truth 
under that section and has anyone 
ever been prosecuted for failure to uo 
so? Getting down to the crux of the 
question, is there any public opinion 
against political corruption.? Is not 
the defeated candidate considered a 
poor' sport if he makes an effort to 
expose the practices by which he was 
defeated? There are constituencies so 
corrupted that if the parties agreed 
to avoid sQch practices it would be 
considered a combination in restramt 
of trade.

Appointed Canon 

Recent Calgary Diocesan appoint¬ 
ments brought honor to Vulcan when 
Rev. T. B. Winter, rector of St. Ald- 
lielm’s church, was named Canon of 
St. Paul’s.

and misionary at St. Michael’s, Strath 
more. Rev. Winter is now stationed at 
Vulcan as rector of St. Aldhelm’s and 
j rural dean of High River. His new 
honor came to him in recognition of 
long and devoted missionary service.

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ber of bad seasons to realize that the land tax is precariou* 

as a revenue producer. 

A district normally, can weather one or two bad seasons, 
from which they recover in the years of good returns. But 
six or seilen years of adversity would bankrupt almost any 
area. One municipality for instance records that 9(1 per¬ 
cent. of the arrears of taxes is confined to 50 per cent. <1 
the land. But these arrears which have been accumulating 
I now amount to almost $400 on every quarter section. This 
is a very heavy obligation, and there is no relief except 
through several bumper crops. The bumper crops are tr q 
great extent beyond human control. The assessed value of 
the land seems to be no true reflection of productiveness. 

Authorities on taxation suggest that it is well to have a 
number of sources of revenue, none of which will dry up 
the source from which it is derived. But senior govern¬ 
ments show no disposition to share their revenues with 
municipalities. In all fairness they should have some of 
the motor revenues. The old supplementary revenue tax 
was a temporary imposition which has been continued on- 
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justify the salary increase. Another question is what rela¬ 
tion the sessional indemnity bears to the wage-earning 
power of members before they were elected to office. Have 
they sacrificed greatly in giving three months of their 
time to provincial business, or'is their wage as employees 
of the people, greater than their earning power as private 
citizens? 

Another question fs whether the financial condition of the 
average taxpayer has improved 10 per cent, in the last 
year? If the members of legislature have been able to 
reduce taxation and to stimulate production and business, 
to such an extent that the great majority of people are 10 
per cent better off than a year ago, then they might be 
justified in putting a high estimate on their services. Other¬ 
wise not. 

K. J. Deachman, M.P. in the House of Commons, recently 
presented some comparative figures of ordinary citizens 
and civil servants? He stated that the average income of 
Dominion and provincial employees is $1,677 annually. The 
average earning power of laborers is $488 u year; the av¬ 
erage net income of farmers is about $1.00 a day; and the 
average earning of all men in wealth-producing industries 
is about $803 a year. As is known, the indemnity of mem¬ 
bers of the Alberta legislature for part time labor is 
$1800. The great part of government services, including 
payment of civil servants and sessional indemnities, comes 
out of people who have to live on less than half of the 
amount which they pay their employees. One fifth of ev¬ 
eryone’s earnings is absorbed in taxes. One day out of ev¬ 
ery five, Week in, week out, the public labors for that insa¬ 
tiable monsjer—government. What are the returns for 
such bondage ? , 

Instead of considering raising their own salaries, mem¬ 
bers of legislature would be more decently engaged in at¬ 
tempting reductions. They were elected on a compassion¬ 
ate platform, in which their every thought was to lighten 
the cost of living for “poor suffering people.” How can they 
explain their reverse actions? 

The-argument of the tax-paying public is not that $2000 
is a high wage for any good employee, but that the provin- 
■ial affairs of 700,000 people do not require 63 representa¬ 
tives,with their stream of incidental expenses for adminis¬ 
tration. A commission of ten trained men at a salary com¬ 
mensurate with their responsibilities, would be a start to¬ 
ward economic and efficient administration. People are re¬ 
volting against these squirrel cages of government, and the 
nost vital question is not whether members are worth more 
noney, but are they worth any money at all. 


Debt and Income 

(Financial Post) 

Canada’s national income in 1937, 
as estimated by the newly published 
Business Year Book, 1938, was $4,9 
billions. This is 8 per cent, greater 
than the previous year; 50 per cent., 
above the low point of 1933. 

This makes good reading; but it 
tells only half the story. 

Every businessman will recognize 
at once that these are “gross” figures. 
They represent not profit or loss, but 
merely the estimated value of produc¬ 
tion in agriculture, manufactures, for- 
e.-try, etc. Against this must be 
charged many items of cost, one of 
which is the cost of government—our 
national “overhead.” 

As H. F. Patterson pointed out last 
week at the annual meeting of the 
Bank of NoVa Scotia, about $1 out of 
every $5 of Canada’s national income 
has been absorbed by taxation in the 
past five years. Of each dollar paid in 
taxes, roughly 40 cents has been re¬ 
quired for interest on the public debt. 
Mr. Patterson might have added that 
most of this debt . has been dead¬ 
weight, unproductive. 

These are staggering figures. 

They mean, in, effect, that Cana¬ 
dians work one day out of every five 
for the tax collector; one day’s eaj-p.- 
ings ip, ten must be set aside to meet 
interest obligations wione. Ten years 
ago it was one day in 30.

One of the interesting commentators heard every Friday 
evening over the air is Dorothy Thompson. Her vumus are 
international in aspect and the outgrowth of world study. 

Last Friday evening she copimented on the American 
people in their'sectionalism in regard to national affairs 
In their desire for isolation, she observed that they might 
find isolation thrust upon them, and further find themselves 
the only nation in the world maintain'ng democratic princi¬ 
ples. _ 

Britain has been waiting over long, she said, for United 
States to declare its readiness to co-operate in defense of 
lemocratic ideals, and the principles on which the IaJigiTr 
of Nations was founded. United States has withheld any 
assurance, and this has obliged Britain to negotiate with 
neighbors near at hand. 

“The past week has-seen a movement toward understand- 
ing between two great democratic countries and two great 
Fascist powers” she said. “What will be the future of 
a union? Without too much stretch of imagination, this 
might result in a further extension of Fascist ideals, and 
through its own internal conflict of opinion, United States 
may find itself “out on a limb,” forced by others to it 
isolationist policy, and struggling to maintain a lonely 
democratic path.” 

She considered United States, a victim of sectionalism, 
rather than national in outlook. The great commercial ecu 
tres on the Atlantic coast are more acutely aware of Euro¬ 
pean importance than other parts of the country. On the 
Pacific frontier, there is apprehension of Japan. In the mid¬ 
dle west there is a crystalized antipathy toward any con¬ 
cern with foreign affairs. This presents a conflict of opin- 
ion in the Senate committee, and the fact that the League 
of Nations itself was the concept of United States, seems 
to carry little weight in current consideration. 

She deplored the general indifference of the American 
public to world development, and the conflicting ideologic-, 
of the current scene. “Outside of New York,” she charged, 
“there are scarcely any American "newspapers carrying 
authoritative information of international trends. The 
American people may awaken when it is too late.”
